ANIMALS,—This disease is 
produced by an imperfect nutrition of the 
the bones of young animals, Sheep, pigs, 
foals and puppies suffer from it more than 
culves, It is also common in the human 
family. In foals whose dam is worked hard, 
and which are not allowed to suck often 
enough, and in animals born in menageries, 
it is of common occurence, Animals born 
with it will venerally die, death being pro- 
ceeded hy paralysis, In certain families the 
affection 1s hereditary, but anything that 
undermines the general health may develop 
it in an animal predisposed to it. The first 
indications of rickets are a swelling of the 
bones, and inflamation of the periosteum. 
Afterwards the bones, especially those of the 
logs, bend and become distorted, ‘ho chic? 
treatment must consist in removing 
the cvnse of the malady, by giving nutriitous 
food, free acer to its dam, tonics, lime 
water, bone dust, iron, cod-liver oil, and 
laxatives when required. A dry airy sleep 
ing place should be provided, and access to 
open air, sunshine with gentle exercise, 
Where the legs are crooked, suitable splints

The construction of the vessel was entrust- 
ed by the owners, the Niagara Navigation 
Company, of Toronto, to Mr. WC. White, 
ship-builder and boiler manufacturer, of 
Brennan strect, Montreal, and well-known in 
this department of trade for the last thirty 
years. Mr. White, who is a native of Scot- 
jand, came to this country in 1853. The 
first work in which he was engaged was the 
rebuilding of the stmr. Iron Duke at Sorel. 
He afterwards started business on his own 
account and built all the iron steamers of 
the original Richelieu Company with the ex- 
ception of the Montreal, constructing also 
the boilers of these vessels. He subsequent- 
ly started a shop in Montreal where he had 
charge of building one half of the famous 
Victoria bridge, having also enjoyed the 
honour of driving the last rivet with H.R.H. 
the Prince of Wales. About fifteen years 
ago he concentrated his business in Montreal 
and has been engaged in many extensive 
undertakings. He built the stmr. Peerless 
for the Ottawa Navigation Company; a steel 
steamer, 150 in length, for Mr. Cockburn, of 
Muskcka,; and u composite side wheel 
steamer for Capt. Murphy, of Pembroke 
The Campana, built in England, he cut in 
two,at Montreal brought through the canals 
and rebuilt at Port Dalhousie. He also cut 
in half three steamers for the ©. P. R. 
Company, put in water tight bulkheads and 
brought them to Buffalo where they were 
put together for service on the upper lakes. 
He has now the contract for build for the 
Niazara Navigation Company th boilers 
for the Cibola, and is also coustructing seven 
large boilers for the corporation of Montreal. 
This biographical sketch of this well-known 
mechanic and contractor will serve to show 
that the work done on the new vessel must 
be of a superior character, All the work 
has been supervised in the interest of the 
owners by Mr. James R. Mansell, ©.

All the ship’s carpentry work is being 
executed by Mr. Paul Lamothe, ship builder 
of Montreal, who is in his own sphere in 
the first rank of shipbuilders.

Reserve, has been figuring cf late in a role 
which shows that he possesses talents 
that would enable him to shine asa very 
Tecumseh of finance. On the 2nd inst., 
he brought in 6 bushels 23)bs. of barley to 
Mr. R. H. Baker’s warehouse, giving his 
name as Jacob Brant. Mr. Thos. Naylor, 
who in Mr, Jack’s absence, was on duty at 
the warehouse, gave an order on the form 
provided for the purpose for payment at the 
office of John MeCullough, Eaq., where Mr. 
Baker transacts his money matters. ‘This 
order Brant changed by merely pre- 
fixing the figure 8 to the quantity sold, 
thus making it read 86 bush. 23lbs. The 
nextday he brought in4 bush, 12lbs, of 
peas, for which he also received an order. 
This he ‘‘doctored” in the same way, mak- 
it read 84 bush, 1llbs, The orders were 
presented to Mr. McCullough who, think- 
ing them genuine, cashed them accordingly, 
paying him the sum of $96,00. Mr. Mc- 
Cullough remarked that it was a big load of 
peas, but Brant told him the amount re- 
sresented two loads, On Saturday Mr. 
Saker was checking the transactions of the 
week, when he found a large discrepancy, 
Mr, Jack soon detected by the stubs of the

How To Make Goop Arrixe Borrer. 


The first step is to boil down the cider. 
If there is no set cauldron, large kettles 
are hungupon anextemporized wooden crane 
in these, new cicler is concentrated by boil 
ing. for the best product, a barrel of cider 
is boiled down toeight gallons, While the 
cider is being boiled, others prepare the 
apples, by paring and coring, or by quarter- 
and removing the cores. Good sweet 
apples, those which will readily cook tender 
are chosen. ‘(wo and a half to three bushels 
ot apples are required for the barrel of cider, 
after it has been concentrated, and the stir- 
ring, with a wooden stirrer (hickory pre- 
ferred), must be continuous to prevent 
scorching. Whe thick jelly-like consistency 
shows when the boiling is sufficient. When 
the sauce is removed from the fire, many 
add cinnamon and allspice. The sauce is 
to be transferred, while yet hot, to the 
vessel in which itis to be kept ; these should 
be wooden kegs or barrels, or stoneware 
jars. Apple butter is sometimes made with- 
out cider, using molasses and water instead. 
When properly made it is a most excellent 
preserve, and vastly more healthful than 
that which is cloying from an excess of 
sugar,—[American Agriculturist.

The time table must always be regulated 
by the hourat which the meats will be 
done, If the meat should have to wait five 
minutes for the vegetables, there would be 
a loss of punctuality, but dinner would not 
be damaged. But if your vegetables are 
done, and wait for the meat, your dinner 
will certainly be much the worse; yet so 
general 1s the custom of over-boiling vege- 
tables or putting them to cook in a hap- 
hazard way, somewhere about the time, that 
very many people would not recognize the 
damage. ey would very quickly see the 
superiority of vegetable s cooked at just 
the right time, but would attribute it to 
some superiority in the article itself, that 
they were fresher and finer, not knowing

THE SHRINKAGE OF FLANNEL.—To kee 
flannels as much as possible from shrinking 
and felting, the following is to be recom- 
mended: Dissolve one ounce of potash in 
a bucket of water, and leave the fabric in 
it for twelve hours, Next warm the water 
with the fabric in it, and wash without 
rubbing, also draw through repeatedly. 
Next immerse the flannel in another liquid 
containing one teaspoonful of wheat flour to 
one bucket of water and wash ina similar 
manner. Thus treated the flannel becomes 
nice and clean, has barely shrunk, and al- 
most not at all felved, 


_ To Crean Waite Smrk Lace.—The lace 
is sewn over small clean slips of wood to 
keep it evenly spread out, laid over night 
in warm milk, to which a little soap has been 
added, rinsed in fresh water, laid for the 
same length of time in warm soap lye, and 
finally rinced without any friction, Linen 
lace is best cleaned by coveringthe outside of 
a large glass bottlé smooth y with stout 
linen or white flannel, upon which the lace is 
sewn ina number of coils, and over the whole 
some coarse, open tissue ix secured. The 
bottle thus dressed is allowed to soak for 
atime in luke warm, soft water, and the 
outéide wrapping is then rubbed with soup 
and a piece of flannel. After this the 
bottle is laid to steep for some hours in 
clean, soft water. It is then rolled between 
dry oem aared in rice water, and rolled

FARM, 
Winter Carr o¢ Cows, 


The arrangement of the barn and yard 
should be such as to reduce the labor as 
much as possible. Excessive warmth is not 
conducive to robustness, health or profit. 
If & man's house is kept closed up and heat- 
ed with stoves to a temperature of eighty 
degrees, and his food and drink are all 
taken hot with a view to preventing the 
effects ofjthe cold and to insure more com- 
fort, the dwellers in that house will become 
sick or diseased ; the impure air will poison 
the blood ; the warmth will relax the skin, 
dry it and open the pores, and the slightest 
draft will cause a fit of shivering and induce 
dangerous colds. It is in precisely such 
houses that sore throats, divhtheria, scarlet 
fever, and other diseases are so frequent, 
while in the house where the windows are 
thrown open to the breezes, and the cold, 
brisk, pure air is welcomed, and exerciso 
and health give warmth, fed by the abun- 
dant oxygen of the fresh air coursing through 
the blood, there are health and vigor and 
comfort. It is the same in the dairy, Pleuro- 
pieanioete invades those herds which are 

ept in close, warm, unwholesome stables, 
and the dreaded tuberculosis finds there its 
prey ; while from the wide airy stable, well 
ventilated and filled with pure cold air, the 
well fed cows will emerge to frolic in the 
snow, and enjoy themeelyes in the bright 
sunshine and the crisp air, when the ther- 
mometer marks down nearly to zero, Ex- 
eeetilin stormy weather, the cows should 
spend at least three or four hours every day 
in the yard, picking some rough feed and 
getting water and exercise.—-[American 
Agriculturist.

‘To do this 
a large flat stone is bedded in cement at the 
bottom, for the workmen to stand upon, and 
for a rest for the pump. The cement is made 
of water-lime, one part, and clean, sharp 
sand, three parts, mixed dry, first, and wet- 
ted up in small quantities as required, and 
can be used before it sets hard. ‘Che cement 
is laid about an inch thick. When the bot- 
tom is covered, a layer is put in around the 
wall about a foot high, and, as it sets very 
quickly, as soon as one strip is laid another 
may be put on above it, until the whole is 
completed In digging, ashoulder of a foot 
in width is made on the top of the firm sub- 
soil eighteen inches, to rest the beams upon. 
This is also covered with cement, ‘and the 
beams are laid on and the spaces between 
them on the shoulder are filled in with stone, 
or brick, and cement, to the upper level, 
n which the floor rests. A strong floor 
of four inch plank, doubled, with the joints 
broken, is laid upon the beams and covered 
with a coat of the cement, to exclude sur- 
face water; and this floor is then covered 
with earth and sodded over, or a platform 
is built over it to stand upon, A manhole 
should be made in the cover, large enough 
for a person to go down when it is necessary 
to clean ow the cistern, and this is brought 
up u little above the platform, and fitted 
with a tight cover, kept locked to avoid 
danger of children falling in, 


Winter Care or Fowts. 


It isa great mistake to crowd too many 
fowls together in one apartment. A house 
six by eight feet, with a yard thirty feet 
square additional, will not accommodate 
over one dozen fowls. Board floors are 
better than earth. Board floors are always 
dry, and can be kept much cleaner and 
sweeter, An application of slaked lime on 
the boards is worth a dozen on the ground, 
If more board floors were used, less disin- 
fectants and remedies would be needed, 

What breeds of fowls are the best winter 
layers? All the hens that moult early, 
and all the early pullets well fed in the fall. 
Instead of tryin to learn the variety or 
breed that makes the best winter layers, 
learn to feed and manage properly, and you 
will succeed with what you have. 

A good morning meal in winter for poul- 
try is chopped corn and oats, or wheat mix- 
ed with boiling water. Don’t make it 
sloppy, but dry and crumbly, Feed it 
warm. A pinch of salt and pepper may be 
added. Feed about sunrise; they will re- 
lish it then better than earlier, Feed at 
noon a sprinkling of parched corn, oats, or 
wheat, and at night all they will eat of en- 
tire grain of any of the above. Never give 
more at any time than they will eat up clean. 
Oyster shells are good for shell mater al. 


Provipk Survicient WATER TROUGHS, 


In arranging for the water supply for the 
stock, a sufficiency of water troughs should 
be provided, and as many as will give ample 
opportunites for all the cows to drink with- 
out molestation from the master cows of 
the herd, Four troughs are not too many 
for twelve or fifteen cows, and these should 
be scattered widely apart, or be so protect- 
ed that one ill natured animal may not keep 
guard over themall. An excellent arrange- 
ment is to have an octagonal frame with a 
trough on each side, or one trough all around 
it, so that every cow may have a chance to 
get to the water. 

The waste from the troughs should be 
carried off to avoid ice from them in the 
winter ; and some provision should be made 
to empty the troughs to prevent the accum- 
ulation of ice at that season, Where it is 
practicable, a constant flow of water in the 
troughs in the summer is desirable, and for 
this purpose, where there is a running 
stream, a water ram may be used, or a 
windmill with a reservoir of sufficient 
capacity to supply all the requirements, 
both of the cattle and the dairy work, 

AN Orrorrunity ror MANURE MakIna. 

'To preserve o healthful condition, main- 
tain the vital warmth, and keep the skin in 
proper action, thorough carding and brush- 
ing should not be neglected in a winter 
dairy, and the utmost cleanliness in every 
respect should be observed. Abundant sup- 
plies of absorbents, of which dried swamp 
muck is the best, and hard wood sawdust 
and fresh leaves next, and in place of these 


Sensations at High Altitudes. 


The effects of the rarity o the acmosphere 
were felt as soon as the start was made, and 
it was impossible to proceed more than a 
few yards without stopping to take breath. 
The ascent was made in zig-zags, and natur- 
ally a rest was taken at the end of each di- 
rect line, At the start, to climb for eight 
minutes and rest five was considered mak- 
ing véry good time. It was not long before 
arest of eight minutes was required for 
every four of climbing, and after half the 
ascent was made, we rested more frequently 
and without exerting ourselves to sit down, 
We thrustfour staves into the snow, and 
leaned our heads upon them, Drowsine:s 
overtook us, and progress became mechani- 
cal, We moved only as spurred on by our 
ever-watchful guides. If left to ourselves, 
we would have fallen asleep, Our hearts 
beat with fearful rapidity, and the breath 
became shorter and shortor. Ringing sensa- 
tions in the head, like those produced b 
large doses of quinine, were experienced, 
The most acute pains shot through the skull. 
Conversation was suspended, except among 
the guides, and their voices fell on our ears 
as if coming from a great distance, It was 
impossible to tell what progress was being 
made, for the top and bottom seemed eqhi- 
distact all the yay up. We barely escaped 
the most severe experience likely to occur to 
those who reach that high elevaticn: bleed- 
ing at the nose, mouth and ears. It would 
have been the signal that we had gone too 
far, that heartand lungs refuse to submit 
further, and we should have placed our- 
selves in the hands of our guides to he car- 
ried back to Tlamacas. 3 

Our physical endurance was stretched 
almost to its limit by the time the head 
guide shouted, ‘‘Here we are! Smell the 
sulphur!” The whiff of sulphuric smoke 
which greeted our nostrils, telling that our 
task was nearly completed and rest was at 
hand, acted like a powerfal stimulant. We 
awoke for a final effort, pressed on and rest- 
ed not until we stood breathless upon the 
summit of Popocatepetl. 


He Knew Where to Stop.

Trees With a History.

When it cools stir in a tin 
cup of cream and a very small wine-glass of 
sherry. In case of diarrhwa, substitute 
Brag for the wine. 


PIMPLES. 

When there is an impurity of the blood, 
or the system as a whole, nature often at- 
tempts to throw it to the surface in the 
form of eruptions, sores, etc, All kinds of 
rich food, those containing lard and oily 
matters in general, with much of the sweets, 
will corrupt the blood, while breathing foul 
gases or air, such asare so often found in 
sleeping rooms, etc., will render the blood 
impure, as it is the promise of pure air to 
purify the bood, hile only pure food, 
such as the grains, fruits, and the beat of 
the vegetables, can make the daily supply 
of pure blood. Only the purestair, unco: 
ed air, can best purify this after it has pass- 
ed through the round of circulation. 

It is proper to say that all animal foods 
may be impure in consequence of the dis- 
eases of the animals, while their flesh, made 
from day to day, will vary in its purity, 
that of recent growth being comparatively 
pure, the older being dead and dying par- 
ticles, constantly passing from the system 
to give place to that daily made. Those, 
therefore, who would have the pureat blood 
will do well to be careful in the selection of 
meats, always discarding such excretory or- 
gans as the kidneys liver, with tripe, all 
more or less containing waste and putrid 
matters, 

Since these pimples are one of the means 
of purifying the blood, do not attampt to 
cure them by preventing any discharge 
from them, at least, till the bloodis so far 

urified that they will be no longer needed, 
But rather aid nature in this work, bringing 
still more to the surface, which you can do 
by producing an irritation such as results 
from the application of wet cloths to any 
surface where you wish, sprinkling on a 
coating of capsicum, cayenne pepper, or 
mustard, 


Absent Minded. 

One of the professors in a leading New 
England college is noted for the ease with 
which he forgets both names and faces. The 
students say that on one occasion the pro- 
fessor’s own son, a student, applied to his 
father for permission to go out of town. 
Leave was granted, and as the young man 
turned to go the professor opened his class- 
book and said, ‘* Name, please,” A London 
paper tells of a worthy German who was 
even more forgetful :

HOME, 

Scott Act fines to the amount of $1,100 
were inflicted last week at Straturoy. 

A Two hundred thousand tons of coal in the 
C. P. R. sheds at Hochelaga have been 
burot. 

A settler near Moosomin has been fined 
$30, including costs, for setting the prairie 
on fire. 

Judge Angers, of the Superior Court of 
Quebec, has been appoinied Lieutenant- 
Governor of that province, 

Jude Taylor has been appointed Chief 
Justice of Manitoba, in succession to the 
late Chief Justice Wallbridge. 

The net result of the year’s business of the 
Montreal Street Railway Company, after 
deducting all expenses, is $95,926 

The}; Manitoulia Expositor says that 
twenty-three tons of potatoes were shipped 
from Manitowaning during last-week. 

Winter has setin in Manitoba, There 
has been a slight fall of snow at Winnipeg, 
and the Red River is nearly-frozen over. 

In consequence of the large exports, the 
retail price of potatoes in Winnipeg has ad- 
vanced from 26 cents to 40 cents per bushel. 

Lieut. Colonel Baker, M. P. P. for Koot- 
enay, B, C., intends to attempt ty acclima- 
tize the South American Llama to his con- 
stituency. 

Tt is announced that the Manitoba Govern- 
ment have completed a contract with a well- 
known firm for the immediate completion of 
the boundary railway. 

A cablegtam says an English syndicate 
offers to construct a submarine tunnel be- 
tveen Prince Edward Island and the main- 
land for £40,000 per annum for fifty years. 

Fever is very prevalent among the Mani- 
toba ‘‘D” troop of Mounted Police. Ac- 
cording to the latest report the whole of 
the troop excepting sixteen men are laid up. 

For the past week the surplus grain crop 
of Manitoba has been exported at the aver- 
age rate of 105 carsaday. The total ex- 
pee is now expected to reach ten million 

ushels, 

At a meeting of the Quebec Protestant 
Teachers’ Association a committee was ap- 
pointed to petition the Government to in- 
crease the annual grant for elementary edu- 
cation to $200,000, 

Manitoba settlers are agitated over an an- 
nouncement by the Interior Department at 
Ottawa that all money due on pre-emptions 
must be paid before the end of December 
or the entries will be cancelled. 

The new postal map of Nova Scotia and 
Prince Edward Island will be issued in a 
few weeks, and will be followed as soon as 
completed by new maps of New Brunswick, 
Ontario, Manitoba and British Columbia. 

The North-West Central railway direc- 
tors are applying to the Local Government 
for aid under the Railway Aid Act, They 
say they will have fifty miles completed 
early in the spring and another one hundred 
miles next year. 

The returns of the Department of Agricul- 
ture show that during the nine months of 
this year up to the end of September a total 
of 62,186 settlers arrivedin the Dominion, 
against 51,272 for last year. Returns from 
three or four ports have yet to be added, 
which will considerably increasethe number, 


The billetn of the Department of Agri- 
culture places the total yield of wheat in 
Manitoba at 12,351,000 bushels, an average 
yield per acre of 27.7 bushels, as against 
19.8 ; the Bren for the years 1883 to 1886. 
The average yields of other cropsare as fol- 
lows :—Oats, 46 bushels; barley, 36; peas, 
20, potatoes, 238. 


AMERICAN. 


Philadelphia is threatened with a coal 
famine, the supply being totally inadequate 
to the demand. 

Fire in St, Louis on Saturday night de- 
stroyed, and*damaged a number of large 
warehouses, causing a total loss of over 
half a million dollars, 


Temperance advocates in the United 
States are excited bythe fear thattheprohibi- 
tory liquor laws will be declared uncon- 
stitutional by the Supreme Court. 


The French steamer Hindostan, from

A Guessing Game. 

Two even sides, of six or eight persons 
each, sit down on opposite sides of a dining- 
table. All their hands are concealed below 
the table. 

A half dollar is given toa player of one 
side, and he puts it in secret circulation 
among his partners. At a call from their 
opponents the players who have the half 
dollar in keeping must lay their clinched 
fists on the table in plain sight. In some 
one of those closed hands the money is 
hidden. 

No. 1 of the other side scans the faces 
above the fists for traces of confusion or 
other signs which may betray the present 
position of the lost money. At last he comes 
to a decision and points to a certain hand.

When No. 1 of the guessing side is 
through, the same process is repeated by 
No. 2, and so on until all of the guessing 
side have had achance. Then the coin is 
passed across the table and the other side 
have their turns. At the end of the game 
the individual scores on each side are added 
and the largest sum, of course, wins the 
game.

The Council was opened by Chief Joel 
Johnston with the announcement that a 
general council had been called by him to 
consider the advisability of doing away with 
the Indian councillors anu substituting 
chiefs in their places. 

Moved by Joel Johnson, seeonded by Mr. 
Braut that Mr, C. Maricle be chairman, 
Carried. 

Moved by Abraham Brant, seconded by 
Joseph J. Brant, that a divisisn be taken 
with the view cf petting the general opinion 
of the warriors present of re-uniting the Six 
Indian Confederation, and also to have 
chiefs or hereditary ehiefs. The vote being 
take 119 declared for hereditary chiefs ana 
none against. 

The chiefs from the Grand River acted as 
witnesses of the affair. The warriors then 
chose Satorday, Oct. 15th, 1887, as the day 
-of installation of such chiefs according to 
the andéient system of installation. 

The Chairman then closed the Council. 


SUFFICIENT 
TROUGHS. 
In arranging for the water supply for the 
stock, a sufficiency of water troughs should 
be provided, and us many as will give ample 
opportunities for all the cows to drink with- 
out molestation from the master cows of the 
herd, Four troughs are not too many for 
twelve or fifteen cows, ancl these should be 
scattered widely apart, or be so protected 
that one ill natured avimal may not keep 
guard over them all. An excellent arrang 
ment is to have an octagonal frame with a 
trough on each side, or one trough all 
uronnd it, so that every cow may have a 

chance to get to the water. 

The waste ‘rom the troughs should be 
carried off to avoid ice around them in 
winter; and some pPovision should be made 
to empty the troughs to prevent the accum- 
ulation of ice at that season, Where it is 
practicuble, u constant flow of water in the 
troughs in the summer is desirable, and for 
this purpose, where there is & running 
stream, a water ram may be used, ora 
windmill with a reservoir of sufficient cupa- 
city to supply all the requirements, both of 
cattle and the dairy work,—American Agri 
oulturist for November.

Desrrvction py Sarr Mininc.—The ex- 
tensive subsidences at Northwich, England, 
according to Mr, Thomas Ward, have no 
other cause than the pumping of brine for 
the manufacture of white salt, The upper 
bed of salt lies beneath about fifty yards of 
marl; the lower bed, separated from the 
first by ten yards of marl, is over thirty 
yards thick, The sinking was first noticed 
about 1770, a century after the first discov- 
eryof salt, and has progressed rapidly 
since, Much property has been destroyed, 
and large lakes have been formed—one 
having an area of 100 acres and all depths 
up to forty-five feet, 


Can Man Cause Rain ?—Scientific men 
here are beginning to study the meteorolo- 
gical phenomena which are believed to be 
due to the building of railways in this coun- 
try. Recent serious damage done by wash- 
outs on the northern section of the Mexican 
Central Road was due to waterspouts 
bursting on the track, and it is a cur- 
jou: fact that waterspouts seem to be 
attracted by the iron track and tele- 
graph wires. Recently in building the 
Guadalajara branch of the Mexican Central 
Railway it has been noted by the engineers 
that as fast as the construction advances 
rain follows, and they hold that this is due 
to the large quantity of steel rails on flat- 
cars, Which are carried forward as fast as 
the work of construction permits, The 
most noticeable tactis that the conntry is 
dry in advance of the construction trains, and 
also behind them for many miles, Rains 
beat down, as described, in bucketfuls just 
where the steel rails are, but only in circles 
a few miles in diameter,

How Chinamen Name Themselves 


The Chinaman’s ways are peculiar, in 
nothing more so thanin naming. Accord- 
ing to the period of life he isin so is the 
name of a Chinaman, for he does not start 
away with aname from the beginning of 
his days and continue to bear it till the end 
thereof, At first the child bears the name 
of his father, whether legitimate or illegiti- 
mate; but the distinguishing mark varies . 
according to the Province. At Pekin, for 
example, the children of the same family 
are numbered, and, in describing Chang and 
his family, they would say ‘‘ Old Chang,” 
“2nd Chang,” ‘* 3rd Chang,” etc, In Can- 
ton, the family name is followed by the affix 
ahandanagnomen. Tor example, the two 
sons of Chang might be called Chang-ah- 
Bold and Chang-ah-Truthful; and the two 
daughters, Cheng-ah-Silveoand Chang-ah- 
hifa deaty, In Fokien, the agnomen is sim- 
ply repeated. Thus of Chang’s two sons, if 
the eldest be Chang-Honest, the second 
would be Chang-Honezt-Honest, and so 
forth, When the Chinese child goes to 
school (os nearly all Chinese children do), 
it ceases to be known by its family name, 
being named afresh on its first appearance 
before the schoolmaster, Thus Second 
Chang might be called Quaick Runner, 
Bright Eye, or Twinkling Star; and he is 
registered by the name thus fixed upon, and 
known by no other to his master and school- 
fellows. When the youth is engaged to be 
married, a fresh name is given him, and 
from that time forth his marriage relations 
designate him by that name only, Again, 
when the youth presents himself at the pub- 
lic examination for an official post, he enters 
himself under a name of his own choice, and 
for all time to come that continues to be his 
official {jname, The names of Chinese man- 
daring, governors, and officials generally 
that appear in print are not the names by 
which these functionaries are known in 
private lifeo—known to their marriage con- 
nections, their own schoolfellows, and their 
kith and kin, When a distinguished China- 
min dies, the names of his lifetime die with 
him, and he is thereafter spoken of and re- 
membered by hia posthumous name,

The weight of this 
prodigious sum in gold, reckoning sixty sov- 
ereigns to the pound, is thirteen tons, seven 
cwt,, three qrs,, twelve lbs., and would re- 
quire 107 men to carry it, supposing that 
each of them carried the solid weight of 298 
pounds, This large sum may also be par- 
tially guessed by considering that counting 
at the rate of sixty sovereigns a minute for 
eight hours a day and six days in the week, 
it would take ten weeks, two days and four 


hours to accomplish the task, In sovereigns, 
by the most exact computation, each mea- 
suring in diameter seven-twentieths of an 
inch, and placed to touch each other, it 
would reach 24 miles and 250 yards; and in 
crown pieces, 1134 miles 280 yards. 
Roruscuity’s TERRIBLE REVENGE. 

An amusing adventure is related as hay- 
ing happened to the Bank of England, 
which had committed the unpardonable sin 
of refusing to discount a large bill drawn by 
Anselm Rothschild, of Frankfort, on Na- 
than Rothschild, of London, The Bank had 
haughtily replied that they discounted only 
their own bills, not those of private persons ; 
but they had to do with one stronger than 
the bank, 

“Private persons!” exclaimed Nathan 
when the fact was reported to him, ‘I 
will make these gentlemen see what kind 
of private persons we are,” 

Three weeks later Nathan Rothschild— 
who had employed the interval in gathering 
all the five-pound notes he could procure in 
England and on the continent—presented 
himself at the bank. He drew from his 
pocketbook a five-pound note, and they na- 
turally counted out five sovereigns, at the 
same time looking quite astonished that the 
Baron Rothschild should haye personully 
troubled himself for such a trifle. The Bar- 
on examined one by one the coins, and put 
them in a little canvas bag, then drawing 
out another note—a third—a tenth—a hun- 
dredth—he never put the pieces of gold into 
the bag without scrupulously examining 
them, andin some instances!trying themin the 
balance, as the law gave him the right to do, 

The first pocketbook being emptied and 
the first bag full, he passed them to his 
clerk and received a second, and thus con- 
tinued till the bank closed. The Baron had 
employed seven hours to change £21,000, 
but as he had also nine employes of his 
house engaged in the same manner, it re- 
sulted that the house of Rothschild had 
drawn £210,000 in gold from the Bank of 
England, and that he had 80 occupied the 
tellers that no other person could change a 
single note, 

Everything which bears the {stamp of ec- 
centricity has always pleased the English. 
They were, therefore, the first day, very 
much amused at the little pique of Baron 
Rothschild, They laughed less when they 
saw him retura the next day, at the openin 
of the bank, flanked by his nine clerks, an 
followed this time by drays to carry away 
the specie. They laughed not at all when 
the king of bankers said with ironic sim- 
plicity : 

‘*These gentlemen have refused to pay 
my bills. I have sworn not to keep theirs, 
At their leisure—only [notify them that I 
have enough to employ them for two 
months—” 

** For two months |” 

‘* Pleven millions in gold drawn from the 
Bank of England which they have never 
possessed.” 

The bank took alarm, ‘There was some- 
thing to be done. Next morning notice ap- 
peared in the journals that henceforth the 
bank would pay Rothschild’s bills the same 
as their own, 

A Moprst CuEck. 

In the negotiations made some years ago 
by the English Government for a Joan of 
eighty million dollars the successful contrac- 
tors were the Messrs, Rothschild. In pay 
ing the first deposit toward this amount to 
tho government the check they drew was for 
the sum of six million dollars, This was 
probubly the largest check ever drawn by 4 
private banking house.

Both were, however, almost instantly 
rescued, or it might have gone hard with 
them ; and from my last look at the old 
gentleman's unmoved face, it appeared as if 
he regarded the whole affair as one of the 
common incidents of life. 

Placidity of disposition and imperturbable 
good-humor seem to be the normal condition 
of this pleasant little people, and I do not 
think I saw a cross look or heard an angry 
exclamaticn during the whole of our visit.

Gofio. 


‘the modern elixirs of life seem to lie, not 
in any wondrous distilment, but in the 
ordinary grains of which is made our daily 
bread. A writer in the Popular Science 
Monthly says that one of the first things to 
attract his notice in the Canary Islands was 
the healthful appearance and fine develop- 
ment of the common People: There is no 
doubt that they areby birth a superior race, 
but itis also true that they use a food whigh, 
being highly nutritious, mvst contribute to 
their physical development. 

There is nothing mysterious about this 
article, which is knownas gofio. It is sim- 
ply the flour made from any of the cereals, 
by parching, or roasting before grinding. 
One can scarcely pass through any village of 
the Canaries without witnessing some step 
in the preparation of this food. The grain 
is first iced over, then roasted above a 
charcoal fire, and afterwards ground at the 
windmills which abound everywhere. 

When it is to be eaten, milk, soup or any 
other fluid is mixed with it, without further 
cooking. Nothing can be more ‘‘ handy” 
than such an article of food, 

‘The Canarian laborer, if he goes forth to 
his work alone, takes with him some gofio 
ina bag made of the stomach of a kid; if 
there are several persons, the skin of a kid 
is used. When meal-time has arrived, a 
little water is poured into the bag with the 
gofio, the mixture is well shaken, and the 
meal is prepared without further ado, 

‘The Canarian Archipelago consists of seven 
inhabited islands, with a population of two 
huudied and eighty thousand persons, 
At least two hundred thousand of them live 
economically on gofio, as their fathers did 
before them, from time immemorial. 

The food is said to be not only delicious 
and wholesome for those who are not accus- 
omed to it, but to possess also a tendency to 
counteract certain digestive ills to which 
the civilized stomach is heir, thus restoring 
man, in a measure, to the physical condition 
of the happy savage.

Prof, Majunssen of Cambridge University 
Library, in Englond, and he adds; ‘ There 
is net a learned body in Europe that ever 
breathes a doubt about it, The saga of the 
discovery is no legend ; it is a sober histori- 
cal narrative, It can be read in the * Anti- 
quitates Americone,” published by tho 
Royal Society of Antiquarice of Copent agen, 
a copy of which, no doubt, adorns the 
shelves of the Massachusetts Historical So- 
ciety.” It is also o woll-authenticated his- 
toric fact that Columbus visited Locland in 
1477 and learned of Erickson’s discovery, 
the records of which had been preserved. 
Nevertheless, he deserves a celebration for 
having had the courage to satisfy himself of 
the actual existence of this great continent, 
Had it not been for him it might have been 
another 500 years beforo any practical use 
was mado of Erickson’s discovery, and, if 
so, where would we be now?

The Position in Core 


_ The King of Corea has “ppointed five Min- 
isters Plenipotentiary to represent his 
Government in European courts, and this 
China regards as hostile to her interests, and 

4s incompatible with the sovereighty which 
she claims over this unfortunate peninsula, 
Mr. Yuen, China's representative in Corea, 
has there left the country, and the latest 
news from Corea is that-a serious crisis is 
impending. 

Vhen Yuen was sent to Corea several 
years ago an English diplomatist asked Li 
Hung Chang what his title and position 
were. ‘The reply of the Viceroy clearly in- 
dicates the attitude of China’ toward her 
neighbor on the cast, When,” asked Li 
Hung, ‘‘is the title of the agents of the Bgit- 
ish Government who live at the capitals of 
the native Statesin India?” They are called 
Residents,” replied the diplomatist. ‘‘Then,” 
said the Viceroy, ‘‘we will call Yuen a Re 
sident.” Whatever his title maybe, if re- 
ports are true, Yuen has been a fearless and 
faithful servant of his Government. 

It was he who two years ago imprisoned 
or forced into exile the Anti Chinese Min- 
isters of the King and filled their places 
with men who were loyal to China, It was 
he who last year nipped in the bud the pro- 
jects of the Russion Minister at Seoul, who 
sought to induce the Corean King to accept 
a Russian protectorate, In the letter that 
Yuen wrote to the King thirteea months 
ago he informed his Majesty that he was 
listening to the counsels of ‘‘selfish and cun- 
ning flutters” who led him astray. It must 
be that the flatterers have again gained the 
King’s ear, forthe rumor is that Yuen had 
had to flee from Seoul during the night in 
fear for his life. 

Corea’s position is certainly not happy, 
Nominally an absolute monarch, her King 
is forced to send an embassy with presents 
annually to Pekinas an act of vassalage. 
While Japan yearned for possessions emis 
mainland, Corea was the land she coveted, 
and the battle ground of the Japanese and 
Chinese forces. Corea has suffered many ills, 
too,ffrom China’s vacillating policy. At one 
time advising Corea to make treaties with 
the west, China now regards her authority 
4s menaced because Corea wishes to send 
Ministers to foreign powers. We hear Li 
Hung Chang assert at one time that China 
is ™m no way responsible for the acts of 
Corea, and at another we see an army in 
possession of Seoul and sternly enforcing 
the sovereignty of China. 

The Marquis Tseng recently declared that 
China was about to make ‘* better arrange- 
ments for the government of her vassal 
States.” It is certain that Corea sadly needs 
these better arrangements, if China is to 
continue in control of the peninsula,

Weddings in Aristocratic London 

The weddings in London are certainly to- 
tally different from like festivities in Ameri- 
ca, and amarriage in high life is a long cere- 
mony. If there be any pretentions to ‘‘Swell- 
nees” there is a certain amount of music and 
two hymns are invariably sung, These are 
printed on gilt-edged white satin and placed 
in the pews, and not only the guests but the 
bridal party are all expected to take part in 
singing them, Some time before the cere- 
mony is to take place the families and honor- 
ed guests form in a line on either side of the 
aisle through which the bride is to pass, and 
thejbridesmaids stand in the aisle in couples 
behind ‘the bride until the marriage is fin- 
ished, when immediately all the wedding 
party, including the guests of highest rank, 
repair to the vestry and witness the signin 
of the parish register by the newly wedde 
pair, and themselves sign also. 

After a very smart wedding the other day 
I went into the vestry room, and, through 
the courtesy of the curate, I saw the recent- 
ly signed register with ‘Albert Edward,” 
“Victor” anda host of other “swells” as 
witnesses, The curate,who had evidently a 
very keen sense of the ridiculous, culled my 
attention to the age of the various brides as 
registered for years past, The oldest proved 
to be 27, the majority 19. 

“T assure you,” said the good-looking cu- 
rate, “plenty of them are much over 40, but 
where is the woman, even on a solemn oc- 
casion, who will tell the truth about her own 
age?”

evening of that day large numbers, including 
a contingent from Deseronto, could be seen 
wending their way to the pursonage. The 
Visitors as they successively arrived were 
cordially welcomed by Rey. G. A. Anderson 
and Mrs, Anderson and soon made to feel 
themselves at home in every sense of the 
term. About 7 o'clock dinner was announ- 
ced. The drawing room had been arranged 
for the occasion a iong table ranning the full 
length of the room. ‘The lidies of the Re- 
serve have long maiutained a reputation for 
providing the best ‘‘spreads” in this section. 
On this occasion they completely eclipsed all 
former efforts, the table fairly roaning under 
the load of delicacies with Which it was ad- 
orned. Turkey, roast pig and beef, tongue, 
ham;—but why try to enumerate? every- 
thing that would tempt the palate was there 
and in utmost profpision. Three times the 
tables were filled with guests and still the 
supply of provisions held out against the 
repeated assaults, It isnot often vouchsafed 
toa Deseronto citizen to partake of such a 
hearty thanksgiving day dinner as was 
served on this auspicious occasion. 

After dinner the tables were removed, 
and the room properly seated and ozcupied 
by the assembled visitors. The Rev. G. A. 
Anderson, Missionary of the Reserve, was 
called to the chair, and in a brief address 
narrated the steps taken at different vestry 
meetings towards the inception of the work 
of renovating Christ Church and rebuilding 
the parsonage. He expressed his gratitude 
for the many acts @f kindness shown him by 
ths people of the Mohawk Band, and his 

leasure at seeing so many friends from 


excellent taste. 

Chief Annosothkah was then called upon 
by the chairman. The Chief gave an inter- 
esting address. He expressed himeelf as de- 
lighted at sebing so many met together to 
rejoice over the success which had crowned 
their labors and paid a warm tribute of 
praise to the building committee who had 
proved men of the right stamp. In 1870 as a 
member of the council he had felt it his duty 
to assist the people ofthe back portion of the 
Reserve by providing them with a school 
house and other privileges enjoyed by those 
in front. To accomplish this task he had felt 
it incambent on hfmself to proceed to Eng- 
land that year to solicit funds from the 
people of England. He recounted the diffi- 
culties he encountered until at lust he found 
kind friends in Sir Fowell Buxton and Rey. 
Mr. Wilson. Ata garden party given by 
the former gentleman $212 had been real- 
ized, After that he met with much encour- 
aging assistance. The New England Com- 
pany and the Society for the propagation of 
the Gospel, each contributed £25 and the 
New England Company gave an annual grant 
of £50 for the Mission School. When he 
volunteered to go asecond time to England 
in 1886, it was with many misgivings, as he 
was wellaware of the many difficulties with 
which he would be confronted. Arrived in 
England he finally accepted the offer of the 
Celonial and Continental Church Society to 
labor as their agent receiving a commission 
on the collections. He had worked hard, 
holding meetings from one to three times a 
day, and visiting all parts of England and 
also Ireland and Scotland, in which latter 
country he had also received assistance from 
Presbyterians, As a result of his mission 
sufficient funds had been collected to restore 
the old church, which now presented a hand- 
some and comfortable appearance, and also 
torebuild the manse, He was glad that the 
Council had granted $400 to the latter un- 
dertaking and that the building committee 
had also donated $40 to the same object. 
The Band, he stated iu conclusion, were 
deeply indebted to the Christian people of 
England and especially to tne generosity of 
the Colonial and Continental Church Society. 
As aresult of his two visits to England, 
$ has thus far been received for church 
and school purposes on the Reserve. 

After « well rendered vocal solo by Mr, 
Harry Fowkes, of Deseronto, Rev, Robt. 
Atkinson, of St. Mark's, Deseronto, made a 
brief address referring to the pleasure he 
felt when he heard that Chief Annosothkah

Though the problem of converting heat 
into electricity has received

Science, believes himself able to get electric 
power directly from coal with an economy 
equal to, and probably greatly exceeding 
thut of the indirect method of ordinary dy- 
namos. His apparatus ie based on the 
principle that the magnetic metals—iron, 
nickel and cobalt—lose their magnetizabil- 
ity when moderately heated, the heating 
and cooling of these metals in a magnetic 
field causing variations in their magnetism 
which produce an electric current in a sur- 
rounding coil of wire. 


Tue Fare ox Wortps. 


The earth, says Flamarion, was born ; it 
will die, It will die when its vital elements 
haye been spent, or perhaps by the extinc- 
tion of the sun, in whose rays its existence 
issuspended, It may die by the shock of a 
celestial body which it might meet in its 
ath, but this end of the world is the most 
improbable of all, Jt may die, we say, by 
the slow absorption of its elements, In 
truth, it is probable that the water and the 
air are diminishing. The ocean, like the 
atmosphere, appears to have been much 
more considerable than at present. The 
crust of the earth is penetrated by the 
water, which combine chemically with the 
rocks. It is almost certain that the inter- 
ior temperature of the globe at ten kilome- 
tres (about six miles) of depth reaches the 
boiling point and impedes a further descent 
of the waters; but the absorption will con- 
t nue with the cooling of the globe. The 
oxygen, nitrogen and carbonic acid, which 
compose our atmosphere, appear to suffer 
likewise a slow absorption. 


A Detuce or New Erxments.—Rapid as 
has been the increase in the number of sup- 
posed elementary substances during the last 
few years, sober scientific men have hardly 
been prepared for the addition of more than 
a dozen new elements to the list in a single 
announcement, yet the discovery is reported 
on the authority of Messrs, Kruss and Nil- 
son, Swedish chemists of highest repute.

© A CuemtcaL ANomaty,—An astonishing 
result has been reached by Dr, Richardson, 
the English physiologist, in some experi- 
ments on the respiration of animals in pure 
oxygen. In most cases, a steady flow of 
fresh oxygen rendered the animals: confined 
in it excited and feverish, and none were 
quieted or made sleepy. When, howeven, 
the oxygen, after having been passed once 
through the chambers containing the ani- 
mals, was collected, purified, and again 
used, all the warm-blooded animals, such 
as the cat, dog, guinea-pig, rabbit and 
pigeon, became drowsy and fell quietly 
asleep ; and when the gas was again used 
after another puritication, the sleep became 
deeper, and some of the animals soon died, 
The oxygen appeared chemically pure at 
each time of using, and the cause of its re- 
markable change in effect is ag yet a mys 
tery. Whether some peculiar modification 
of oxygen is formed during respiration, or 
whether the toxic properties are due to 
some active product of respiration which has 
escaped detection in the inhaled’ gas, is a 
problem which will doubtless be studied 
with much interest, 


The gold mines of Australia continue to be 
very productive, Some of them are more 
than 2,900 feet in depth and many will be 
sunk even lower than that in the near 
future. This is contary to the’ predictions 
of old mining expects, who said many years 
ago that no gold would ever be found in

Why Wheat is Cheap. 


Wheat is cheaper to-day than it has been 
for many years, It ia quoted in Liverpool 
as low a8 79 cents per bushel for milling 
purposes. 

In Chicago wheat is selling at 80 cents per 
bushel. This would make its export price 
in New York from 78 to 80 cents, Last 
year the poe price was 85 to 87 cents, 
while in the freo trade year of 1855 its export 
price ut New York was $1.66. svonder 
orn tex-burdened farmers are complaining 
that there is no profit in raising wheat at 
present prices, 

Comparing them with those of 1886, the 

London Keonomist accounts for the present 
low prices by the abundant European yield. 
In point of fact the United States and India 
are the only two countries in which the crop 
is short. In the United States the crop is 
479,000,000 bushels, adding in the quantity 
carried over from last year—say 48,000,000 
bushels. In India the crop is but 6,390,000 
tons, against 7,739,000 tons last year. 
On the other hand the yield in Austro- 
Hungary, Great Britain and Ireland, Servia, 
Wallachia, Central Russia and, other Rus- 
sian districts is above the average, which is 
also the case in Switzerland, France, and 
Holland, while in Denmark and Sweden the 
crop is a full one, and in Italy within 10 per 
cent, of being so. 

It may be added that the statistics of the 
International corn market of Vienna just 
received by mail from Europe, and which 
are more trusted by the trade than official 
statements, show that the yigld’ot 1887 is 
almost unprecedented, ith the above 
named two exceptions, This is confirmed 
by Vienna correspondents of London jour- 
nals, who unite in saying that ‘‘ but for the 
production of the United States and India 

rices would probably have fallen very 
Reavily,” and that “even under existing 
conditions prices remained low and trade at 
the international market the first day was 
slow.” 

Having the above facts in mind it is not 
surprising that prices are so low. It is, 
however, most surprising that a time when 
tke world’scrop was so ui precedent dy boun- 
tiful our smart American grain Alecks, set 
out to corner the market and by so doing to 
buck against the rest of the world.—[Chicago 
News. 


An Aged Spider.

towards the western shore of Albert Nyanza, 

The men wero greatly fatigued and strug 
gled with difficulty over o distance of sey 
eral kilometres, The most important chiefs 
of the country through which the expedition 
had travelled; readily complied with Mr. 
Stanley’s request for food, 

A HALT TO RRORGANIZE. 

Mr, Stanley halted for four days to re- 
organize the expedition, and then leaving 
thirty men to guard this new camp, pro- 
ceeded towards Albert Nyanza. He intend. 
ed to form a camp on the fertile slopes of 
the mountains bordering Albert Nyanza, and 
to despatch a small advauce guard towards 
Waddai in a steel whaleboat, under com- 
mand of Leiut, Staers, anless he heard from 
Emin Bey. Mr, Stanley says he had learn- 
ed that Emin was in good health, and that 
the country to the south-west of Albert 
Nyanza had become much quieter. He had 
written a letter to Yumbunga camp, re- 
questing provisions, to enable him to revict- 
ual Emin Bey. Owing to the events at 
Stanley Falls and the state ot the country 
there was difficulty in finding porters who 
were willing to penetrate into the unknown 
country beyond Yambunga unless Mr. Stan- 
ley accompanied them, Mr. Stanley hoped 
to be able to communicate directly with 
Emin Bey by September 15. The explorer 
says he found Mabodi a p2pulous and hosrit- 
able country. He was compelled to abandon 
his route‘along the Aruwimhi owing to its 
southerly course, He discovered streams 
which he believed to be tributaries of the 
Quella,

A magazine published in Philadelphia in 
1818 gave the following’as an item of news ;—

Mountains from Philadelphia and Bal Hore 
each with from four to six horses, carrying 
from thirty-five to forty hundredweight, 
The cost of carriage was about $7 per hun- 
dredweight, in some cases as high as $10, to 
Phildelphia.

A GIRL IN PRISON FOR LIFE, 


She Killed her Fother who Had Whipped 
her for Not Gotng to Chureh, 


_ There is a girl named Leila Burgess serv- 
ing a life term in the Dade county, Georgia, 
coal mines, the story of whose crime is 
somewhat strange. Her father, James Bur- 
gess, lived near Martin, in the western part 
of the State. He had two daughters, the 
youngest of whom was Leila. About three 
years ago he joined the church, and became 
a regular church attendant. He was pained 
to see that his two daughters, now grown to 
young womanhood, aid not care to attend 
the religious services with the regulority 
that he did, and where all should have been 
concord the bitterest kind of discord grew 
up. After a while Burgess told the girls 
that a revival was about to open, and that 
he expected them to attend every service, 
and if they did not there would be somebody 
to whip.

Tue Lumser Bustyess—Our CoRREsPonp- 
gNT Gets Mixep—A GREAT AMATEUR 
Criticizes LANGTRY—A VETERAN GETS A

Tsaid 1 would touch upon the lumber busi- 
ness again when writing to you last. The cor- 
respondents of the different lumber journals 
have lately been figuring on the probable 
shortage of the cut for this season in the Ot- 
tawa Valley and speculating as to its effect 
on the lumber market next spring. It is 
amusing to read the different reports with 
the figures appended, and sill men smile as 
they lay down the paper and say, 1 wonder 
who has been stuffing that fellow. The wa- 
ter certainly has been too low in the rivers 
to give the mills all the power they requir- 
ed during the latter part ot the season and 
necessitates their shutting downa couple of 
weeks sooner than they would had there 
been plenty of water, but purchasers I no- 
tice can find all the lumber they want, and 
will, in my opinion, be able to do so next 
spring and summer before the 1888 cut is 
marketable. There is certuinly as much 
stock being wintered as in former years, on 
the average, which Iam quite sure is not 
sold for spring delivery. The correspond- 
ents of lumber journals understand about as 
much of the, true state of the mill men’ 
operations, cut, &e., as the average office 
clerk does of his proprietor’s bank book. 

One thing that Tue Trrpung would bé 
Tiable to raise its voice against is the throw- 
ing of small wood and saw-dust into'the 
river by the mills. I have sometimes found 
it almost impossible to propel a small boat 
through the saw-dust floating on the river 
below the falls, and the tug bouts often have 
to open out all steam in order to get through 
it with a tow.

the “flue” lies near the bottem, entirely 
surrounded by water. The “flue is in the 
upper right-hand corner. It is a cylinder 
made of heavy sheet iron so riveted as to be 
watertight. Near each end is a flange 
riveted to the “flue” and nafled to the ends 
of the tank so as to form a watertight con- 
nection and prevent the cylinders coming in 
contact with the wood. At the front end a 
door ‘witb ventilator is provided, also a cap 
which, slips over the end, completel ex- 
cluding the air. The back end is closed and 
arran| for a stove pipe. Water is run 
into the trough so as to more than cover the 
“flue” in the front end of which a fire is 
bujlt, Wood of almost any ordinary length 
or character is used if not very large in di- 
ameter. Cobs answer well, unless to keep 
a fire for some hours, when good chunks of 
wood are desirable. As all who have used 
self:heating cheese-vats know, a fire is easily 
made in this flue or stove, and shutting up 
the draft by means of the tight cap it can 
be retained for several hours, When the 
front projects out where stocks come in con- 
tact with it, a moveable protection 
can be placed over it which“will also 
revent the wind from striking the open- 
ing of the stove. To prevent animals 
drinking the water out during the day so 
that the flue is not entirely covered, a crate- 
like floor can be placed in the tank just 
above the flue. The tank can then be filled 
up in the morning and may be left with en- 
tire safety until later in the day. The bulk 
of water still remaining in the tank will 
hardly become too warm for stock, Those 
caring for the fire will soon learn the amount 
of wood required to keep the temperature 
right. A plug in the bottom connected 
with a drain, preferably a tile drain, will 
allow. the water to be drawn off on cold 
nights when there would be danger of freez- 
ing. A cover reaching nearly over the tank 
would aid somewhat in controlling the tem- 
perature, which might be entirely closed 
when needed. It would doubtless pay to 
manufacture this kind of heater. 


Earty WINTER MANAGEMENT OF Begs. 


Success with bees depends largely upon 
fall management. At no other time in the 
year is more careful manipulation required 
than in preparing bees for winter quarters. 
To place a colony in the best possible con- 
dition a fair amount of brood-rearing should 
be kept up during August and September. 


In most localities very little if any honey | q 
can be gathered by beesduring those months, | #9 7 Fyee Press, 


Hence brood-rearing is checked, and very 
few, if any, young bees are hatched during 
this time, & at the beginning of winter 
the swarms go into quarters, made nj 


with old sge before spring, leaving weak 
8 to commence the season’s work. It 
is therefore important to see that the ne- 
cessary amount of breeding is kept up dur- 
ing the fall months to furnish young bees to 
stand the long confinement of winter. This 
is in the power of every bee-keeper, by sim- 
'yfeeding enough tostimulatebrood-rearing, 
uring the scarcity of natural stores. It is 
also necessary that every colony should con- 
tain a good fertile queen. The queen is the 
life of the colony, and, however care ul we 
have been in other particulars, if we have 
omitted this important part it certainly will 
endanger the loss of the colony. -Every col- 
ony should have twenty-five or thirty pounds 
of good sealed honey to carry it through the 
winter, and if the bees lack the requir: 
amount they should be fed. 
is done in September, 
favorable, it will allow the bees to seal up 
their stores, which is very important, before 
going into winter quarters. It has 
bratty, generally sett! 
ulated s 
during winter. It is not advisable 
under any circumstances to attempt feedin 
bees honey or syrups of any kind curing col 
weather ; it will produce dysentery, and in- 
crease the loss of the colony. Syrups made 
in the form of candy may be used, but must 
be given them during warm days when they 
are fying freely. Out-door wintering in 
chaff hives is preferred by the majority of 
apiarists, though many still winter their 
bees successfuly in cellars. But no one can 
reasonably expect much profit from bees 
which are allowed to stand out in unpro- 
tected hives all winter. The work of placi 
in winter quarters should be done before 
steady cold weather sets in, and then they 
should be allowed to remain undisturbed. 
Stock of every kind should be excluded from 
the apiary at all times, but poultry may 
have the range of the apiary. Bees need 
little attention during winter. At the ap- 
proach of a warm day see that the entrance 
of each colony is open so that the bees can 
have a free passage out andin. During 
cold weather it will do no harm if the en- 
trance or even the hives are totally covered 
with snow, it serves as a protecticn,

_The Manitoba estimates of Ist October 
give 12,351,724 bushels of wheat, 7,265,237 
oats, and 1,925,231 barley; while estimates 
of the same date give for the United States 
a yield of 450,000,000 bushels of wheat, 600,- 
000,000 of oats and 55,000,000 of barley. 


Sprivg wheat may be set down asa gener- 
al failure, for while a few good fields are 
reported the common result is a small yield 
of inferior quality, The estimated yield is 
5,633, 117 bushels, against 9,518,553 last 
year and 9,713,879 for the average of six 
years, 


The barley crop was saved with scarcely 
any injury from discoloration, but while the 
grain is bright itis light in weight and the 
yield per acre is less than: for any harvest 
ofthe last six years. The total product is 
17, 184,830 bushels, which is 2,031,583 leas 
then the average of six years. 


Owing to the hot, dry summer the oats 
crop is below the average in yeld, and it is 
also light in the measure, For a few locali- 
ties, where the land was low or new or 
where local showers prevailed, better ac- 


is 49, 848, 101 bushels from 1, 682,463 acres, 
against 58,665, 608 bushels from 1,621,901 
acres last year. 

The accounts of pease are more varied 
than those of any other crop. Where sown 
early and favored by local showers a fair 
yield is reported, but under other conditions 
the pods filled imperfectly, and in some 
localities the crop was nearly a total failure, 
he estimated yieldis 1 332 bushels 
from 726,856 acres, against 16,043,734 
bushels from 703,936 acres last year. 

The yield of fall wheat is 14,440,611 bush- 
els, being 3,630,531 bushels less than last 
year aad 5,16 93 bushels less than the 
average of six years. The berry is small, 
but hard; and while some correspondents 
say it is below the standard weight, others 
claim that the hardness and soundness of the 

rain fully compensate for its lack of size, 
the average yield per acre is 16 bushels,

THE CORONATION CHAIR. 


BY J, K, BLOOMFIELD. 


You are all, no doubt, familiar with his- 
torical accounts of the coronation of kings” 
and queens. The placing of a crown or gar- 
land upon the head is a custom of great an- 
tiquity, and was used by both Greeks and 
Romans on solemn or joyous occasions to 
show especial honor to some favored man. 

It was probably an adaptation of this gen- - 
eral custom to an especial use that the prac- 
tice of placing a crown on the head of a 
monarch at the commencement of his reign 
was instituted. The practice certainly is 
very ancient, for the Bible tells us that 
Solomon and Ahaziah were crowned. And 
there is probably scarcely a country in 
which it has not been followed in one form 
or anotber. 

Generally coronation has been accom- 
panied by what was regarded as the still 
more solemn rite of anointing with oil—a 
ceremony which from the time of the an- 
cient Hebrews to our own has been pecu- 
liarly significant of consecration to the ser- 
vice of God. The[term employed in the 
Saxon chronicle we find, is gehalgod—hal- 
lowed or consecrated. And it would seem 
that the ceremony as anciently performed at 
Kingston-on-Thames, or at Winchester was 
in all essentials the same as that which 
takesplace in Westminster Abbey. 

A copy of the Gospels is still in existence 
among the Cottonian manuscripts in the 
British Museum which is believed to be the 
identical copy on which the Saxon kings 
were sworn,

The chair [is supported on 
four carved lions, and is constructed of 
hard and solid wood, The back and sides 
were formerly painted in various colors and 
richly gilt, As seen by visitors nowit looks 
rather bare and comfortless, but when used 
for a coronation it is well cushioned and 
covered with cloth of gold. 

In gazing at this ancient chair it is inter- 
esting to think of the contrasted characters 
and widely-different experiences of its suc: 
cessive occupants. Henry V., victor of 

ccurt ;{the pitiless hunchback, Richard 
111.; bluff Henry V111. ; the gentle Edward 
V1. ; cruel Mary ; strong-minded Elizabeth ; 
the Stuarts, gay or gloomy, and monarchs 
of more modern date, haveall come in their 
turn to the venerable abbey t be enthroned 
upon this ancient stool. 
the lower part of the frame-work 
of the chair there is enshrineda relic for 
which such high antiquity is claimed that 
in comparison with it our Edwards and 
Henrys and Richards seem but as charac- 
ters of yesterday. The old legend, which 
our forefathers appear to have found it easy 
to accept, declared this stone to be the*very 
one which Jacob used as a pillow on the 
night of his memorable dream. 
. Another story tellé how the stone was 
taken by a son of Cecrops, King of Athens, 
from Paypt to Spain, whence it was carried 
to Ireland. Irish historians say that this

famous stone was brou 
Isle by a colony of § 
whenever one of the royal Scythian race sat 
down upon it to be crowned the stone 


groaned and spoke in tones of thunder. If 
the stone did not make this response the

But all these stories, to say the least, are 
doubtful. Itis just possible that the tra- 
dition may be founded on the fact which 
tells how Fergus, the first king of Scotland, 
brought it over from Treland, and was 
crowned upon it 330B. C. At any rate, 
it is certain that it was used at Dunstaffrage 
and Scone from a yery early period in the 
coronation of the Scottish king. Kenneth 
Il., when he united the Picts and Scots 
under his sovereignty in the ninth century, 
eee the “‘ stone of destiny,” as it was 
called, to Scone, where it romained till 
Edward I, carried it off to London after his 
Scottish victories in 1206. Fordun says 
that tho stone then bore an inscription to 
this effect :

Victoria, Quéensland and New South Wales 
are each of them suffering from the pest, and 
hoir Governments are much exercised as to 
the bost means of abating, not to say oextir- 
pating, it. In New South Wales especially, 
where many of the pastoral districts have 
been almost taken possession of by the little 
mischiefa, a great deal of money has already 
been spent in attempts to kill them off, 
without, apparently, much effect. A con id- 
erable army of rabbit-killers has been in 
the field for two or three years back, and 
the ranks of the enemy have hardly been 
thinned, What the precise method adopted 
to catch and kill is we are not aware, but 
the expense of the protracted campaign, 
compared with the number of dead, does 
hot say much for its eflicionoy. Last year 
the payments in New South Wales amount- 
ed to £146,000, being at the rate of about 
1s. per rabbit slain. And yet 3,000,000 is 
a large number to have bagged in a twelve- 
month, and the carcasses might surely 
have kept a soup kitchen going merrily in 
the towns of the colony, where so many 
have been out of employment and presum- 
ably in want of a good dinner, 

The fact that’such an immense slaughter 
has made little or no impression on the rab- 
bit swarms shows to what proportions they 
have grown, how detrimental to the farm- 
ing and grazing interests they must be, and 
how tremendous a task that of their exter- 
mination has become, Some other and 
more effective way of dealing with the pest 
is urgently demanded. One ingenious sug- 
gester proposes jackals, These animals, it 
appears, hunt hares and rabbits as cats hunt 
mice, An instance is cited of their Having 
in afew years cleared a similarly infeste 
district of Algeria, Import jackals in 
sufficient quantity, set them adrift in the 
over-run districts, and the thing is as good 
asdone. The Australians will probably be 
chary of sanctionins any novel importation. 
Who whuld have suspected that the intro- 
duction of a few innocent rabbits to give a 
home look to some Victorian farm would 
have given rise toa difficulty which has 
swollen almost to the dimensions of an Irish 
one? Would the jackal, in its turn, not be 
likely to become as troublesome as the rab- 
bit?
